Adding to the effects, surveys by the Pew Re- 
search Center indicate, a greater share of work 
ers in their 20s lost hours or were cut down to 
part-time status than any other age group. And 
their incomes have fallen more sharply, even as 
they are far more likely than others to say they 
are working harder than ever. 

“These are young workers just trying to es- 
tablish a connection to work, and it will cause 
permanent damage to long-term pay. This 
crisis has the potential for scarring,” said Ron 
Blackwell, chief economist at the AFL-CIO. 

The effect of the recession is reflected in the 
fact that many young Americans who started 
out living independently are moving back 
home with their parents because they are un- 
able to survive financially. 

Also, new Census Bureau figures show that 
couples increasingly are postponing marriage 
and parenthood, waiting for their financial 
prospects to improve. Meanwhile, more young 
families are falling into poverty. 

“Tt makes you almost want to cry for the fu- 


ture of our country,” said Andrew Sum, direc- 
tor of the Center for Labor Market Studies at 
Northeastern University in Boston. 

These developments, beyond their effects 
on individuals, are signs of significant and pain- 
ful changes for the whole country. 

For decades, adult life, especially for college 
graduates, began with entry-level jobs that 
paid well and promised even better things 
to come. Those bright prospects encouraged 
young workers to go out on their own, mar- 
ry and start families—bolstering the overall 
economy. 

But now, with so many unemployed or un- 
deremployed—and others underwater on their 
mortgages or with little hope of buying houses 
of their own—the spending they once provid- 
ed simply isn’t there now. 

Moreover, low starting pay means that fu- 
ture earnings probably will be depressed as 
well because most workers see their incomes 
increase slowly and steadily over the course of 
their careers, not in big jumps.

Respondents to the online survey were asked about their percep-

A city representative dismissed the results — 
released Monday to coincide with what some 
municipalities have dubbed National Rodent 
Prevention Month—when RedEye checked 
in with the Department of Streets and Sani- 
tation. 

“We don’t put much stock in [the] poll,” 
said Matt Smith, spokesman for the depart- 
ment. “We’re out there every day in the alleys 
of Chicago and know firsthand about what 
we're dealing with.” 

Some Chicagoans weren’t swayed either.

ceived to be the “rattiest,” according to the 
survey, had fewer complaints this year through 
mid-October than during the same period last 
year, Smith said. 

Citywide, rodent complaints are up slightly 
from last year but lower than two years ago, he 
said. 

The number of complaints generally are 
cyclical and can be affected by weather, Smith 
said. For example, a cold winter can kill rats, 
thus the number of complaints drop. The city 
doesn’t have a list of its “rattiest” neighbor- 
hoods—there’s no reliable tracking system 
since rats depend on human population and 
behavior, according to the Tribune. 

Meghan Van Horn, Sentient Decision Sci- 
ence market research manager, said the survey 
examined perceptions of rat problems in Chi-

cago; it didn’t track down actual rat numbers. 

But perceptions don’t always match reality. 
RedEye’s attempt to find a good Loop-focused 
rat story came up somewhat short. Loop dwell- 
ers who spoke to RedEye didn’t have any over- 
the-top tales of rats in their "hood. 

Dan Wang, who lives and works in the sur- 
vey’s rat capital, said he’s glimpsed only a few of 
the rodents in the past year. “Mostly you find 
them around the subway,” said Wang, 25. 

Harold Washington College student Kasho- 
ni Jones, 19, says she’s spotted rats not in the 
Loop but in her Austin neighborhood. “There’s 
a lot of trash—that’s what they’re drawn to,” 
she said.

Next stop: 
Rail service 
to lowa City

A long-sought plan for a new Amtrak route 
between Chicago and Iowa City with stops 
in the Quad Cities received a major funding 
boost Monday, along with initiatives to run 
faster passenger trains on existing Midwest 
rail corridors from Chicago to Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 

But a request from Illinois for an $8 mil- 
lion federal grant to begin in-depth studies 
on developing 220 mph passenger service 
sometime in the future was denied by the USS. 
Department of Transportation, which hand- 
ed out the largest pots of money Monday to 
California and Florida’s 220 mph high-speed 
rail programs. 

Officials in Illinois, where the focus is 
building an emerging high-speed rail network 
with passenger trains topping out at 110 mph, 
said they will try again for more money next 
year. 

“We are certainly still committed to the 
220 [mph],” Illinois Transportation Secretary 
Gary Hannig said Monday. “I think we'll put 
our heads together to determine our next op- 
tions.” 

The major success for the Midwest in the 
Obama administration’s second round of rail 
funding was a $230 million federal grant to 
Iowa and Illinois to establish the new Amtrak 
service between Chicago and Iowa City, with 
travel times of less than five hours projected 
end to end. The train also would stop in Mo- 
line. 

The line is scheduled for completion in 
2015, assuming a steady continuation of fund- 
ing, officials said. 

Two daily round trips are planned for the 
Chicago-Quad Cities-Iowa City route. Initial 
top speeds will be 79 mph, which is Amtrak’s 
current limit. Longer-term plans call for addi- 
tional daily round trips and increasing speeds 
to 90 mph and perhaps to 110 mph, officials 
said. 

The project is expected to create almost 
600 jobs during design and construction, 
while $25 million per year in increased busi- 
ness activity is forecast once the new service 
is operating, according to US. Sens. Dick 
Durbin (D-IL) and Tom Harkin (D-Iowa).

People in the Chicago area are used to a 
little wind. But on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
the gusts are expected to be so strong that a 
walk down Michigan Avenue could feel like 
ascene from “The Wizard of Oz.” 

This storm is likely to be anything but 
magical—with wind gusts up to 60 mph 
and sustained winds of about 35 mph. The 
National Weather Service warned that the 
strong winds could cause major problems 
across the area, including falling tree limbs, 
structural damage, downed power lines and 


widespread power outages. 

The massive storm, packing lightning 
and heavy downpours, was expected to be- 
gin its two-day sweep through the area in 
the predawn hours Tuesday, the result of a 
low-pressure system that the western Great 
Lakes and upper Midwest region has not 
experienced in decades. 

“The storm system will be one of the 
most powerful we have seen in this part of 
the country in more than 70 years,” said Jim 
Allsopp, a meteorologist for the National 
‘Weather Service. “This is a big deal.” 


Early-morning thunderstorms are ex- 
pected to be followed by high winds 
throughout the day, possibly affecting both 
morning and evening commutes. The winds 
will taper off Tuesday night and pick up 
again Wednesday before the system moves 
out of the area that night, according to the 
weather service. 

In preparation, residents were advised 
to park vehicles in a garage, secure all win- 
dows and doors and tie down garbage cans, 
barbecue grills and anything else that could 
blow away. 


Watchdog says city will be short $1 billion per year

Chicago’s top internal watchdog on Mon- 
day offered up ideas to improve the bottom 
line at City Hall in the face of chronic bud- 
get shortfalls, but Mayor Daley’s adminis- 
tration and several aldermen dismissed his 
suggestions as warmed-over. 

Inspector General Joseph Ferguson said 
the city will be short $1 billion or more a year 
for the foreseeable future and cannot con- 
tinue making one-time fixes such as tapping 
the proceeds from the leases of the Chicago 
Skyway and city parking meter system. 


“Say it ain’t so, Joe, say it ain't so,” re- 
sponded City Council Finance Committee 
Chairman Edward Burke (14th) at a budget 
hearing. He was referring to one proposal to 
save nearly $5.3 million by ending free sewer 
service for senior citizens. 

Ferguson, who declined to be inter 
viewed, said in the report he simply was 
offering options, not making recommen- 
dations, that could cut costs by as much as 
$247.4 million a year. 

The options include reducing to four the 
number of firefighters on each engine and 


truck, in keeping with levels in some other 
major cities, to save $66.6 million a year. 
Having private industry take over the city’s 
garbage and recycling pickup would save 
$112.2 million. 

City Budget Director Eugene Munin 
threw cold water on the proposals, saying 
they “could put public safety at risk, disre- 
gard the needs of some of the most vulner- 
able residents of our city and necessitate 
nearly $90 million in new fees for Chicago 
residents during the worst recession in 
more than 70 years.”

NIU awaits news on remains

Northern Illinois University freshman 
Natalie Keith now texts or calls her mother 
when she arrives at class and before she 
leaves campus —as well as a few times in be- 
tween—just to report that she’s OK. 

Like many NIU parents, Keith’s mom 
expressed mounting anxiety for her daugh- 
ter’s safety after authorities announced over 
the weekend that they recovered human 
remains and items possibly belonging to 
freshman Antinette “Toni” Keller, who has 
been missing for almost two weeks. 

“Basically, I have to come to school, go to 
class, go home,” said Keith, who commutes 
to NIU in DeKalb from her family’s North 
Aurora home. “It’s totally extreme, but I do 
understand. It’s good reasoning.” 

Some students and parents say their fears 
are compounded by a lack of information 


from university officials or authorities, who 
all declined Monday to release new details 
in the case. 

No one has explained what happened to 
Keller, and officials have not identified the 
remains. Authorities have called it a “death 
investigation,” not a homicide case, but 
school officials have heightened security on 
campus and locked student dorms earlier 
than usual. There is a greater police pres- 
ence on campus, and campus buses are run- 
ning expanded hours. Many students wore 
yellow clothing Monday in Keller’s memory. 

Keller, an art student from Plainfield, 
disappeared Oct. 14 after telling friends she 
was going for a walk toward Prairie Park, 
just south of Route 38. 

DeKalb Police Chief Bill Feithen on Sat- 
urday announced that police found remains 
and belongings, but Monday he said police 


had found the items before Saturday’s an- 
nouncement. 

He declined to say when or why the news 
was not released earlier. A family spokes- 
man said Keller’s family was informed of the 
discovery the same day police announced it. 

Feithen said he and the DeKalb County 
state’s attorney plan to hold a news confer- 
ence with more details Tuesday. 

NIU officials have scheduled a gathering 
in Keller’s honor for 6 p.m. Tuesday in the 
Duke Ellington Ballroom of the Holmes 
Student Center. 

NIU parent Ronda Champney said that 
until she hears evidence Keller’s disappear- 
ance was an isolated incident, she'll fear for 
the worst: that Keller was murdered and 
there’s a killer loose on campus. 

“Tt’s just scary that there might be some- 
one out there,” she said.

Authorities in northeast Texas were 

assessing damage Monday after a tor- 
nado destroyed homes, knocked train cars 
off their tracks and injured at least four 
people.

Red-faced 


Lovie admits he should have challenged key play in Bears’ loss

Earlier this month when the Bears started their roster shuffle of defen- 
sive linemen, Lovie Smith declared, “We don’t have any regrets.” 

The head coach found one Monday, when he admitted he should 
have thrown the red flag for a replay challenge when Jay Cutler 
fumbled on a quarterback sneak at the Redskins’ 1-yard line early 
in the third quarter Sunday. Replays showed the ball crossed the 
plane of the goal line before London Fletcher knocked it out. 

Certainly, the Bears stood a better chance sending referee 
Walt Anderson to review the fumble than the play before when 
Earl Bennett’s knee was down after a 48-yard catch before he 
reached the end zone. A replay showed Bennett had not scored, 
and Smith wound up wasting a timeout and a challenge. 

“Yes, I should have,” Smith said in a rare admission of error. 
“Normally, if there’s a critical situation, I throw it whether I 
have a good look or not. I didn’t have a great look on it. I need 
to be able to make that call.” 

Former NFL vice president of officiating Mike Pereira, now 
an analyst for Fox Sports, was stunned Smith didn’t challenge 
the play. 

“I am flummoxed that the Bears would choose to challenge 
the previous play and not this one,” Pereira wrote in his col- 
umn. “We can talk all day about officiating mistakes and the 
impact they have ona game, but this was clearly a mistake 
by Smith and his coaches that may have cost them the 
game.” 

The Bears were leading 14-10 at the time 
and a touchdown would have dramatically 
changed the complexion of the game. As 
it turned out, the fumble was the first 
of six second-half turnovers. 

As indictable is the fact that the 
offense apparently ran the play 
the wrong direction—directly 
at 335-pound defensive tackle 
Albert Haynesworth. 

The Bears had the timeout 
from the Bennett review to 
call a play, and instead of go- 
ing away from Haynesworth, 
they went right at him.

Tony Horton—effusive, energetic, enthu- 
siastic—bounds into a hotel ballroom on a 
recent Saturday morning and leaps onto the 
platform set up for him. The 300-plus people 
in the crowd cheer when he says he’s 52. They 
get even louder when he flexes his biceps and 
join in as he begins doing jumping jacks, skips 
an invisible rope.

He descends 
into the upward-dog yoga position, adds a 
pushup, does downward dog. 

Underneath their borderline-unstoppable 
sweat, this breathable-fabric wearing crowd 
swoons. Here, right now, in front of them, 
talking to them, cracking jokes, doing moves 
in person that up till now he’s only shown 
them on DVDs they own is ... Tony Horton. 


THE Tony Horton: the face, 
the pecs, the quadriceps, the 
abs behind (yes that too) the 
wildly successful P90oX (“Go 
from regular to ripped in 90 
days”) exercise series. 

Its prom-queen popular- 
ity—the company claims sales 
of 2.8 million DVDs, available 
for three payments of $39.95 
(plus $19.95 shipping and han- 
dling)—can be attributed to 
results and testimonials, of 
course. Add to that the infomercials. Plus the 
multi-level marketing program of its parent 
company, Beachbody fitness. 

Of the 361 participants at the September 
event, 180 were “coaches,” which is Beach- 
body lingo for the marketing associates. 
Though everyone starts out by saying, “Tony 
changed my life,” the next sentence distin- 
guishes coaches from the non. 

Those who found the DVDs through in- 
fomercials or borrowed them from friends 
tend to say things like, “This is hard but it 
works!” Those who have a financial incen- 
tive say a variation on this: “I had friends who 
were transforming their bodies and thought,

‘What are they doing to look so good?’” 

The program relies on the trademark term 
“muscle confusion,” meaning your body is 
constantly introduced to new moves and rou- 
tines. To quote the website, “your body never 
plateaus, and you never get bored!” (The ex- 
clamation point is theirs.) 

Is it a good idea? 

Meridan Zerner, a personal trainer at Coo- 
per Fitness Center in Texas and a registered 
dietitian at the Cooper Clinic, says the theory, 
also known as “periodization,” has long been 
used in sports to enhance an athlete’s skill 
level. 

“You don’t do the same thing all the time 
because the body adapts,” she says. “If you 


don’t improve, it’s maintenance. With this, 
you tap into different muscle groups, differ- 
ent angles, different intensities.” 

She just cautions against doing “too much 
too soon.” Plus, she says, when the 90-day 
regimen ends, fitness and eating right needs 
to continue. “That’s a lot of time, a lot of 
sweat” that’s gone into it, she says. 

Horton says people tell him they do it be- 
cause he makes it fun. “You exercise six days 
a week and eat healthy foods. Whoa, that’s 
a shock. What I’m trying to do is get people 
away from pills, processed foods, packaged 
foods,” he says. “We’re hoping to make a dif- 
ference. No excuses. All you need is your body 
and Mother Earth.”
